At 7 o'clock Monday 
aight I witnessed, from a point near 
the ruins of St. Pierre a frightful, ex- 
plosion from Mont Pelee and: noted" 
rhe accompanying phenomena. While-' 
these eruptions last no sane man' 
should attempt ascent to the crater of 
Hie volcano 
Following the salvos of 


detonations from the mountain gigan- 
tic 
mushroom shaped columns of 


smoke and cinders ascended Into the 
^lear starlit sky and then spread fn 
a vast black sheet to the south and 
directly over my head. Through this 
sheet which extended a distance of 10 
miles from the crater vivid and awful 
lightning like bolts flashed witti alarm- 
ing frequency. They followed distinct 
oaths of ignition, but were different 
from lightning m that the bolts were 
horizontal 
and 
not 
perpendicular. 


This is indisputable evidence of the 
explosive oxidation of the gases after 
•hey left the crater. This is a most 
important observation and explains in 
oart the awful catastrophe. This phe- 
nomenon is new in volcano history. 


"I toolv many photographs but do 


lot hesitate to acknowledge that I was 
terrified 
But 1$ was not the only per- 


son so frightened

Few mothers seem to realize what 


they owe Jheir children in early life in 
the way of guarding them from unnec- 
essary wear and tear upon their nerves 
In these days we think so much of sun- 
light, fresh air, pure food and hygienic 
methods generally that the least ad- 
vanced of mothers must pay some heed 
to these matters.

would. 


The mother and nurse smiled and

The'strme thing was repeated when the 
nightshirt went on, only the baby's 
face was rubbed down instead of up.

DAIRY NOTES. 


Good butter should be solid from the 


time it is put upon the table. 


Any excitement in the dairy cow 


tends to lessen the flow of milk. 


Failing to gel all the buttermilk out 


canses butter to become rancid soon. 


To obtain the best results in churning 


the cream should be only slightly sour. 
• In winter the cream should be warm- 
ed up to about GO degrees before put- 
ting in the churn. 


One advantage in brine salting is 


that it almost entirely avoids streaked 
or mottled butter. 


The milk should always be skimmed 


while sweet and the cream then allow- 
ed to turn slightly sour. 


Sometimes butter has white specks 


distributed through it This is caused 
by oversourness in the cream. 


In butter mal«ug next to controlling 


the temperature is to churn often while 
the cream is in good condition. 


With temperature under control and 


churning done at the right .time the 
butter will become solid and be easily 
handled. 


On the farm to make the most out of 


the milk and butter some of the cows 
should be bred to come fresh in the 
spring and some in the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic.

It is the same with an 
eel. Hit the tail two or three times 
against any hard substance, and the 
eel quickly dies.

Judge Jarrotf* Story of His First 


Case Before Judge White. 


Judge Jarrott tells this story to the 


Kahsas City Star of the first time be 
came to Kansas City ami tried a "case 
before the late Judge White of the 
criminal bench: 


"1 was quite young then. In fact, 1 


was what might be called a green 
country lawyer T\ ho had ne\ er been to 
the city before. I had been told that 
Judge White was a Tartar, so you can 
imagine that I was somewhat nervous 
when I appeared before him defending 
one of my own country boys nho had 
come to the city and got into trouble.
